fast the leader of the tu rf can actually go.

FIREMEN WILL NOT STRIKE. 


S y r a c u s e , A ugust 15th.—T he Executive 
Board of Locom otive Firem en th at has 
been in session in Utica for th e past few 
days adjourned to-night and the delegates 
returned to their hom es. 
T he m eeting of 
the Executive Board consisted of fourteen 
delegates, representing the fourteen lodges 
com prising the New Y ork Central district. 
These fourteen delegates represent over 
700 firem en in the em ploy of the New 
Y ork C entral R ailw ay. 
T he delegate from the Syracuse Lodge 
returned from U tica to-night, an d talked 
quite freely of w hat had b3en doue at the 
m eeting. 
T he m eeting, he said, had been 
called to discuss the advisability of strik ­ 
ing. 
N um erous speeches were m ade, both 
in favor of striking and against it. 
W hen 
the m atter was finally put to a vote it was 
decided to stand by the C onstitution of the 
O rder and not strike unless a strike was 
ordered by the higher authority. 
They 
concluded th at they them selves had no 
grievance but w hat could be am icably set­ 
tled w ith th e com pany w ithout the expense 
of a strike.

“ T his m orning’s Associated Press dis­ 
patches from Sacram ento announcing th at 
Mr. Cam pbell and yourself had been nom ­ 
inated for Congressm en-at-Large was a m is­ 
take, I presum e, and should have read 
Cornm nteem en-at-Large,” 
suggested 
the 
correspondent. 
“ No, it m eant just w hat it said. 
They 
have nom inated m e for Congressm an-at- 
Large,” he replied. 
"1 suppose, then, they have anticipated 
apportionm ent law s?” 
"T hat is w hat they have done, and it 
seems to m e a very absurd proceeding, and 
one for which there is no law . 
It teem s 
rem arkable th at not one out of five or 
six 
hundred 
delegates 
should 
have 
know n 
no 
better 
than 
lo 
antici­ 
pate 
a 
law 
of 
Congress 
in 
this 
m anner. 
If 
m y 
nom ination 
as 
C ongressm an-at-Large should be allow ed 
lo stand, and I should receive a m ajority 
ot th e voles cast at the election next N o­ 
vember, I w ould have no m ore right to a 
seat in Congress th an you have, and were 
it n ot for the 
fact 
th at 
ex-m em bers 
are 
privileged 
persons 
I 
would 
not 
even 
be 
allow ed 
the 
courtesy 
of the floor. 
T ake the case of Mr. Cam p­ 
bell. if he should be elected as Congress­ 
m an at large. H e w ould not only be ruled 
out as a m em ber of Congress, but could 
not have th e privilege of the floor except 
w hile he m ight have a contest on hand. 
Contestants for C ongiessioral seats, you 
know , are given the privilege of the floor 
pending a decision by the H ouse on the 
contest. 
No, sir; the A pportionm ent Act 
m ust be first passed by Congress and ap­ 
portionm ents m ade by the Legislature be­ 
fore any legal election can occur.” 
“Perhaps the Convention thought Con­ 
gress would pass the apportionm ent law 
before election ?” suggested the correspond­ 
ent. 
“ W ell, I know , and you know , and the 
Convention should have know n, that this 
could not possibly be done before adjourn­ 
m ent. 
It is not even probable th at it will 
have passed Congress by next M arch, when 
this Congress adjourns, if it should then be 
passed by Fifty-secon Congress. 
Califor­ 
nia’s additional Congressmen w ould not be 
entitled to a seat u n til the F ifty-third Con­ 
gress.” 
“ Perhaps the Convention had this in 
m ind w hen it nom inated you,” said the 
correspondent, w ho detected 
som ething 
like irony in M orrow ’s answ er. 
“ W ell, I am extrem ely obliged to them 
for taking tim e by the forelock and nom i­ 
nating m e th ree ' or four years ahead of 
tim e.” 
i |B u t Mr. M orrow did not appear to be 
disgruntled or piqued in the least. 
H e 
only laughed as he sasd : 
“ T he affair is 
very absurd and ridiculous. 
It has occas­ 
ioned m any a joke in the H ouse to-day. 
Speaker Reed asked m e when California 
found out she ougnt to have better repre­ 
sentation in Congress. 
A nother suggested 
som ething about 'prem ature b irth ,’ while 
a third baw led out th at I was ‘a m an w ith­ 
out a country.’

at Large; th at in fact it should be consid­ 
ered a great com plim ent. T he San F ran ­ 
cisco Call 
and 
other new spapers had 
favored M arkham only because M orrow was 
pre-em inently qualified to look after P a­ 
cific coast m atters in Congress by reason of 
his influence and position upon im portant 
com m ittees. 
Indeed, they esteem ed him 
so highly th at be was considered not only 
the 
F ourtd D istrict R epresentative, but 
one who by his loD g experience was so 
qualified to represent all California and 
tbe 
Pacific coast interests in Congress. 
Therefore the

could be already expected to reciprocaU? 
T he citizens o f France did no t believe that 
the consum ption of A m erican pork by 
them w ould injure th e h ealth of th e con­ 
sum ers.” 
S puller added, how ever, th at there w ould 
be difficulty in having the prohibition re­ 
m oved on account of the protectionist feel­ 
ing. 
“ In response to an invitation given by 
R eid to inspect the A m erican pork pro­ 
ducts at the exposition, Spuller, on Mo- 
vem ber 26, 1389. sent a note stating th at in 
the opinion of his colleagues, who bad 
charge of the health departm ent, an in- 
soection of the m eat show n in the exhibi­ 
tion w ould not have the im portance R sid ’a 
letter seemed to give it, asa superior quality 
of m eat already established by the rew ards. 
It w ould not prove th at the m ass of A m eri­ 
can hog products is equally good. 
Inclosed in the correspondence is a letter 
from B laine to R eid, inclosing a letter from 
the Secretary of A griculture, giving the his­ 
tory of the “ harsh ar.d unreasonable res­ 
trictions,” to quote Blaine, “im posed by the 
Govern m en 's of F rance, G erm any and 
Great B ritain, against th e im portation of 
A m erican live anim als and hog products.” 
In his letter dated M arch 4, 1890, B laine 
instructs Reid to e_xpress the hope to the 
French authorities th at tbe French Gov­ 
ernm ent “m ay now he prepared to extend 
equitable relief from the u njust m easures.” 
Blaine adds th at the U nited S:ates M inis­ 
ters to E ngland and G erm any had been 
sim ilarly instructed.

W a s h in g to n , A ugust 15th. — G eneral 
N ettleton, A ssistant Secretary of the T reas­ 
ury, has returned to W ashington from New 
Y ork, w here he spent som e tim e in confer­ 
ence w ith prom inent bankers in regard to 
the financial situation. 
H e was in com ­ 
m unication w ith Secretary W iudom on the 
subject to-day. and it is not surprising if 
there should be a slight change in the Gov­ 
ern m en t’s bond-buying policy w ithin the 
next few days. Secretary W iudom said 
ju st before leaving W ashington th at he had 
considered a proposition tor the redem p­ 
tion of 4! per cent, loan at par, but hss not 
reached a conclusion.

the French G overnm ent of its decree of 
1881, prohibiting 
the 
im portation into 
France of A m erican po.-k and kindred 
A m erican products. 
In his letter of tran s­ 
m ittal to the President, A cting Secretary 
W harton, of the State D epartm ent, says : 
“T his correspondence discloses the im p o rt­ 
ant fact th at the French G overnm ent now 
practically places its exclusion of our pork 
products upon econom ic instead of sani­ 
tary grounds, and as this policy of ex­ 
clusion, as a m easure for the protection of 
the dom estic products of France, is applied 
only to the U nited States, the D epartm ent 
has not failed to protest against the dis­ 
crim ination as unju st.” 
A letter from Reid io Secretary Blaine, 
dated Ju n e 28, 1889, in answ er to a letter 
from the latter already published, Reid 
says that any steps taken tow ards recalling 
the attention of the French G overnm ent to 
the subject would be inopportune.

also says the French G overnm ent rather 
favors tbe rem oval of prohibition.

SUMMES PLOWING 


OF THE SOIL.

It has wot been determined by leading 
agriculturists and scientists whether late 
plowing should be practiced or not. 
In 
all discussions on the subject local in­ 
fluences are made to bear on the matter. 
T he character of the soil, its surface con­ 
formation, the climate, the previous crops 
thereon, and other considerations govern a 
decision on the question. 
It is claimed by 
some that the soil should never be exposed 
in a condition bare of growth, as it is in ­ 
jured by the sun in the summer and by 
the washing of the rains in the winter. It 
is admitted, however, that every farmer 
m ust judge for himself, as his farm may re­ 
quire treatm ent radically different from 
th a t of his neighbor. 


ADVANTAGES OF SUMMER PLOWING. 
The great difficulty with some farmers 
is to secure an opportunity to plow during 
th e summer, as pressing work prevents 
them from doing such when it may be an 
advantage. 
Summer plowing will answer 
well on ground that has long been in sod, 
and which has been turned under in the 
spring. 
Such land is usually planted to 
corn or potatoes, and the frequent use of 
th e cultivator keeps the ground loose and 
and promotes decay of the sod, but pota­ 
toes for an early crop are harvested as 
soon af possible, which leaves the soil not 
only rough, hut in an excellent condition 
for weeds. 
By plowing the soil after the potatoes 
are off it will he reduced to a finer condi­ 
tion, the weeds will he destroyed and the 
second crop of weeds retarded, so that by 
the tim e the land should he gotten ready 
for wheat (when it should be plowed 
again) the seed bed for the wheat can be 
harrowed down fine and nice, while all the 
weeds will not only have been destroyed, 
hut prevented from seeding. 
If the plow­ 
ing on corn land is done as soon as the 
corn is cut, and again the land plowed 
before seeding to wheat, it will be a great 
benefit to the wheat. 


LABOR OF PLOWING. 
In all such matters the labor is the first 
consideration, and no farmer will plow 
twice if he can make one plowing suffice. 
B ut this work should be balanced by the 
saving of labor later on, in the destruction 
of weeds at the first plowing, the better 
condition of the seed-bed for wheat, the 
cleaner the field of wheat in the spring of 
weeds, and the greater the yield by the 
larger amount of plant food rendered more 
available, due to the stirring of the soil 
aud the action of air, warmth and moist­ 
ure.—Philadelphia Record. 


MAKING HAY. 
Farm ers would reap a larger profit from 
th eir hay if they would cut it while it is 
yet w hat we call green. 
Some farmers 
wait till the seed is ripe to cut for Lay. 
For seed this is all right, hut for hay a 
greater mistake could not be made. If hay 
is cut after ripening, it will not find much 
sale on the regular m arket. 
But on the 
other hand, hay dealers, working for their 
own pockets, will advise you sometimes to 
cut it too green. 
The projier time to cut the grasses and 
clovers, according to chemical analysis, is 
when they are at the height of bloom, or 
ju st passing from it. 
Chemical analyses 
show that by cutting hay a few days ear­ 
lier than we generally do we would get a 
larger percentage of digestible matter, and 
weighing shows that we would not lose 
very much in the weight of the hay. 
The 
riper the hay gets the heavier it is, but 
the riper it is the less digestible m atter it 
contains. 
At the height of bloom the 
clovers and grasses contain the highest 
percentage of albuminoids and starch, 
sugar, gum, etc. 
After the height of 
bloom is passed there is a conversion of 
sugar, starch, etc., to woody filter, and this 
is practically indigestible. 
T .e albuminoids are the most valuable 
cor.- .ituents of animal foods, and chemical 
analy-ea show that the loss of albuminoids 
is la _er than that of starch, sugar, gum, 
etc. 
The albuminoid ratio of red clover 
is: 
before the formation of head, 1:2; 
wh. 
he head is first formed, 1:21; when 
in 
! bloom, 1:3; when in seed, 1:3.8. 
The nutritive ratio (meaning digestible 
nutrim ents only) of red clover is as fol­ 
lows: 
Pasture, 1:2.5; before blossoming, 
1:3.8; in full blossom, 1:5.7. 
This shews 
th a t as the clover grows older its nutritive 
ratio and its digestibility de rease; and 
w hat is said of red clover can he said of 
th e grasses; but up to the height of bloom 
th e quantity increases more than enough 
to compensate fur this loss. 
The only objection to early cutting is 
th at there is too much work on hand at 
this time. 
The corn, potatoes, etc., need 
attention about this time. There are other 
good reasons for cutting early besides those 
already given. 
The longer we wait about 
cutting the greater thechanoeaof the grass 
becoming lodged by its own weight or by 
heavy winds. After lodging, liav isdifficult 
to handle, and it is not so easily cut. Hay 
is injured rapidly after lodging, if the 
ground is damp. 
The riper the hay gets 
the more the loss by dislodging the foliage 
an* sometimes the heads. Kipe hay cannot 
be handled without losing some of the 
foliage and heads. 
The tem perature is 
more favorable to early cutting than to late 
cutting, 
if cutting is delayed until the 
clover and grasses reach ripeness, the sun is 
■too hot for curing, and the hay is some­ 
tim e sun-burnt. 
Using labor-saving machinery largely 
increases profits. 
Rain or dew injures the 
hay seriously, and the use of the labor- 
saving machinery makes th e -period from 
cutting to storing the shortest possible, 
thus decreasing the liability of receiving 
rain or dew. 
H ay is often injured by too much curing. 
I t should he stored while yet of a greenish 
color. 
It is not so nutritious if cured more 
than this. 
Excessive curing entails a loss 
o f sugar, starch, etc., from the action of 
beat and moisture. 
This loss is in propor­ 
tion to the heat of the sun and the air, and 
the length of the time the hay is exjosed. 
Excessively cured hay is not relished by 
animals, and it is not so easily digested by 
them . Some have recommended the baling 
of hay as fast as cured. 
There is a liabil­ 
ity of its spoiling when this is done. 
But 
it would save mow room, and we advise 
trying it on asmalLscale.— Prairie Fanner. 


TH E SEC RET OF CELERY. 
A kind of sacred mystery formerly hung 
about the culture of this delicious vegeta­ 
ble which effectually prevented its being 
generally grown in private gardens. The 
few hold spirits whc attempted it were 
looked upon as wise and skillful in things 
occult, and certainly their laborious efforts 
were sufficient alone to discourage ordinary 
gardeners from entering the field in com­ 
petition. 
Modern enterprise, however, has 
pricked this bubble, among others, ana the 
cultivation of celery has been shown to he, 
in suitable soils, a simple and not very 
laborious affair. 
The deep trenching, so 
universal in England, and long thought 
necessary here, has been superseded by 
level planting and culture in the practice 
of most intelligent gardeners, while the 
necessity of “handling,” or earthing up, 
has been verv much modified by the dwarf 
and the self-blanching sorts introduced of 
late years. 
Now that the peas are going, their places 
may be filled in the garden by the young 
celery plants. 
Much depends on the 
character of these. 
The best are those 
which have been once or twice transplanted 


from the seed-bed, a process necessary to 
obtain thick matted roots. 
Plants with 
only a tap-root should not be accepted, they 
are entirely worthless. _ 
Seedlings procured in May or June, 
even if onlv two or three inches high, 
mav he planted in shallow boxes of earth 
and bone meal—remember that they have 
voracious appetites—and 
if kept well 
watered for three or four weeks will make 
strong plants, developing just the kind of 
roots wanted for planting in the open 
ground in July. 
Set these where the peas 
are pulled out, a good dressing of bone 
meal or other strong fertilizer being first 
spaded in, to induce rapid and continuous 
growth. 
If well watered at first, they will 
not droop for a moment. 
After this, water 
supplied often enough to keep the ground 
moist, and frequent stirrings of the soil 
with an iron rake, will be all that is 
needed until the middle of September. 
Growth will m aterially increase when 
the cool weather of autum n sets in. 
Yari- 
ties like the white plume or golden dwarf 
may be earthed slightly at this time for 
early use; those designed for the winter 
supply, however, will keep better if put 
into storage green, aud allowed to blanch 
slowly. 
These plants may be taken up in 
November, with good balls of earth about 
their roots and set either In a pit outdoors 
or in sand in a cool cellar. 
If a pit is 
used, make it about three feet deep, set 
the plants in the loose earth at the bot­ 
tom, cover with boards and straw or earth, 
leaving sufficient space for ventilation, and 
closing gradually as Mhe severe weather of 
December comes ou. 
The celery may be 
taken out each week and kept in water 
until used. 
No O D e with a garden and 
the facilities hinted at need be without 
this most healthful and delicious vegeta­ 
ble from October to M arch.— Boston Tran­ 
script. 


THE CULTIVATION OF THE TURNIP. 
The turnip crop is one that is planted 
late, beiDg strictly a summer crop in every 
respect, and grows quickly under proper 
cultivation. 
Though the yield of turnips 
ou rich land is very large, yet farmers do 
not make a specialty ot the crop as com 
pared with potatoes. 
One of the causes is 
the labor of preparing the ground, sowing 
the seed and keeping down the weeds un­ 
til the plants are well beyond the injury 
of the pests th at get in their way. 
T hat 
the turnip crop is a profitable one under 
certain conditions is known from the fact 
that laud which is yearly rented for a 
high sum is devoted to turnips in Eng­ 
land, especially when grown for sheep, and 
there is no reason why equal success may 
not be met with here. 
There is yet time to get the land in 
f 
>roper condition to save much of the 
abor of eradication of weeds later on, and 
to give the young plants an opportunity to 
push ahead from the start. 
To do this the 
land should be plowed and harrowed 
Young weeds will spring up, and the har­ 
row should be used again, thus stirring the 
soil and inducing the weed seeds to germi­ 
nate. 
The cultivator will do even better 
than the harrow, as it loosens the soil 
nearly equal to a one-horse plow. 
Every 
rain will assist in sprouting the seeds, and 
if the land is well worked two or three 
times the young turnip plants will have a 
chance, after the turnip seed is planted, to 
get ahead of the rem aining weeds. 
The 
labor of harrowing is but a trille com­ 
pared with the labor th at is required to 
protect the young turnips if the land is 
given no preparation. 
To grow a large crop the seed must be 
put in with a seed drill, the rows of suffi­ 
cient width apart to perm it of cultivation 
with a horse hoe or cultivator, the plants 
being from three to six inches apart in 
rows, according to preference, as it may be 
necessary to use the hoe once. 
It should 
be a rule to use plenty of seed, as the fly 
sometimes damages the young plants, and 
also to insure a large number of plants in 
each row, it being easier to thin out any 
surplus plants than to reseed the thin 
places. 
Do not cover the seed more than 
one-fourth of an inch. 
In fact one-eighth 
of an inch is better, as many seeds fail to 
push through if covered deeply, especially 
if the soil hakes. 
As soon as the leaves 
appear the hoe may be used, and then the 
cultivator. 
The crop pave well in its ad­ 
vantages as winter food for stock—Phila­ 
delphia Record. 
FARM NOTES. 
“A farmer’s true capital consists of a 
clear head, sound judgem ent and a willing 
pair of hands.” 
Search for the borers whenever you have 
nothing to do, and search for them regularly 
also, if you wish to save vonr peach tree. 
lee will not prevent odors if the vessels 
in which milk is kept are Dot clean. Even 
the refrigerator should be well washed oc­ 
casionally. 
Skim-milk cheese is said to. be worth one 
cent a pound as manure and three cents a 
pound as food for hogs, it« cost being about 
tw oceDts a pound. 
Such is the proper use 
for cheese of th at kind. 
I t will be time to reclaim the waste 
places of the earth when the already culti­ 
vated ones are made to produce full crops. 
The work before us is to make the most of 
what we have instead of hunting for more. 
It is sometimes difficult to sow turnip 
seed, but the Farm Journal says that a 
pound of turnip seed and a |K?ck of sand, 
mixed, for one acre will enable one to get 
an even stand of plants, neither too thick 
or too thin. 
Keep down all growth around the trunks 
of trees. 
Suckers grow very fast, and 
take the nourishment th at 
should be 
given to the tree. 
All undesirable shoots 
on trees should be pinched off as soon as 
they appear. 
A correspondent of the Lire Stock Indica­ 
tor says: “1 can invest $1,000 in sheep and 
hum every |(ound of wool produced for five 
years and make more clear money than 
can be made on cattle, horses or hogs in the 
same length of time.” 
Some farmers consider certain marks in 
a cow as indicating herquality as a milker, 
hut a far better guide is to weigh her milk 
regularly. T hat tells the story without 
any guess work, and tells exactly what 
every owner ought to know. 
Producing poultry for market is a profit­ 
able adjunct to fruit-growing, as the poul­ 
try can he used for winter employment, (or 
but little work can he done with the orch­ 
ard at that season. 
The raising of early 
broilers is done entirely in the winter. 
There is quite a difference in the breeds 
of ducks. 
A Pekin can be made to weigh 
five pounds when ten weeks old, while the 
common puddle-duek will 
only weigh 
three pounds when a year old. 
Breeds 
make the profit or loss as well as the food. 
Some kind of covering to shed off water 
will be of advantage to stacks of hay or 
fodder. 
But few farmers take pains to 
thus protect their stacks, and the result is 
th at before spring approaches the hay or 
fodder is in a condition th at renders it un­ 
palatable to stock. 
Use a machine whenever it can he done, 
if you wish to keep up with your enter­ 
prising neighbors, and get a machine that 
can be applied to all kinds qf work done in 
the house also, when possible. 
The labor 
of farmer’s wives should be lessened in 
every department. 
The average productions per acre of land 
can lie largely increased, and by high 
farming, with every foot of ground made 
to yield to its fullest capacity, the produc­ 
tions of this country would equal those of 
China or Japan, where all farms are but 
little larger than our gardens. 
Throwing weeds in the pig-pen in order 
to make manure is an old custom, hut 
weeds that contain seeds should be de­ 
stroyed in some other manner. 
It is from 
the manure heap that weeds are hauled 
out aud spread on the farm, in the shape 
of seed, and especially from the pig-pen. 
Fibrous roots, like leaves, perform their 
functions for the season and die, says 
Thomas Meehan, the eminent horticultur­ 
ist. 
Such being the case the rapid growth 


of rootlets should he encouraged by m anur­ 
ing early and cultivating in a manner so 
as to keep the soil loose th at the rootlets 
may have great opportunities. 
W henever the pastures begin to run out 
and the cows have difficulty in securing 
plenty of food, feed more grain or hay at 
the barn. To keep in full flow of milk the 
cow must be supplied either from the barn 
or the pasture, and as the pasture fluctu­ 
ates in its supply of grass it must not be 
wholiy depended upon. 
Professor Hickman, of the Ohio station, 
says: “The greatest amount of marketable 
corn has been produced where the stalk 
averaged twelve inches apart. 
The varia­ 
tions in yield were slight w hether planted 
one grain every twelve inches, two every 
twenty four, three every thirty-six inches, 
or four every forty-eight inches. 
One benefit of improved stock is that 
it is an educating force in farm life. 
The 
owner of improved stock will not feel sat­ 
isfied to see it depreciate, and he studies 
into stock-breeding and feeding so as to 
avoid the reproach. 
It teaches him to 
think more than in the past, and think­ 
ing farmers are usually successful farmers. 
If the stubble-field be plowed and turnip 
seed sown broadcast thereon, r.ot only will 
the weeds be destroyed, but much of the 
seed will produce turnips, upon which the 
sheep may be allowed to run later on. 
Turnips are claimed to be excellent m ate­ 
rial for the soil if plowed in, or they may 
be left in the ground all winter for sheep 
in some sections. 
Your birds need shade as well as sun. 
Set out a few plum trees in the yard, and 
the hens will destroy the grubs and enrich 
the soil, so that with a little trouble and 
expense you can raise some of the most 
delicious fruit. 
W ith certain poultrvmen 
this plan worked well and paid hand­ 
somely. T ry the plan next spring and see 
if you are not satisfied. 
Turnips and choice mutton are joint 
articles on English farms. 
No Euglish 
farmer would attem pt to raise sheep w ith­ 
out turnips as one of his crops. 
It is pos­ 
sible th at the growing of more turnips in 
this country may be an advantage to 
those who keep sheep. 
Every farmer 
should give turnips and sheep a trial 
where it can be done with a prospect of 
profit. 
Professor Linthner’s remedy for hark 
lice is as follows: Stack stone lime as for 
whitewash, and to two-thirds of a bucket­ 
ful add one pint of gas tar, one pound of 
whale oil soap dissolved in hot water, one 
pound of common soft soap, one pound of 
potash or one pint of strong ly e; also clay 
or loam enough to make the wash of 
proper thickness to be applied with a 
brush. 
There are a set of insect enemies for 
every crop we raise, and if a field is kept 
continuously in one crop the pests that 
war against that crop will so fill the 
ground th at before long they will, in a 
great measure, destroy that 
particular 
crop, while if a rotation of sufficient lengtli 
is given these insects are in a very consid­ 
erable measure starved out, and the loss 
from their ravages is reduced to an incon­ 
siderable item. 
The numberless pores of the skin are 
liable to get clogged up if the sweat and 
dust are left on the horses over night. 
This will prevent free perspiration the 
next day, and may result in something 
serious. 
Time spent in cleaning up the 
teams after a hard day’s work will bring 
its reward. 
If you groom hut once a day 
do it in th e evening. 
It will not hurt to 
groom thoroughly twice a day. 
A variety of food is just as essential to 
the best growth and condition of an ani­ 
mal as it is to the health and comfort of a 
human. 
Try a month or two’s steady diet 
of unvarying three times a day com-bread 
and water for yourself, and you will have 
more sym pathy for the poor dumb brutes 
under your care, and your sympathy will, 
if you allow it proper scope, coin you dol­ 
lars in the greater thrift of your lieasts. 
The Spanish chestnut makes a hand­ 
some, symmetrical tree. 
Orchard 
and 
Garden recommends it as very desirable 
for planting along the roadside, where it 
will not only furnish as good shade as the 
maple, but produce a good crop of nuts, 
and timber of much more value for posts, 
rails, etc. 
The American chestnut makes 
the largest and tallest tree, and is much 
the hardiest; the European forms a tree 
much shorter, and with around head some­ 
what sim ilar to the Norway maple. 
C. Dudley of Kentucky, says: 
“The 
value of lime in the poultry yard cannot 
be overestimated; 
experiences 
teaches 
that there is nothing more effective as an 
insect destroyer than a thick coating of 
whitewash made of fresh lime and an in­ 
fusion of crude carbolic acid. 
Cleanse the 
house thoroughly before applying, and 
cover every accessible portion of the wood­ 
work, especially the perches and the sills 
on which they roost. 
A generous fumiga­ 
tion of sulphur and tobacco is also advan­ 
tageous. 
A Pennsylvanian gives this remedy for 
the currant worm : W et the bushes with 
the hose of a watering pot and then dust 
them thoroughly with sieved coal ashes, 
repeating both one or two consecutive 
mornings should it he deemed necessary. 
Our bushes were thoroughly sprinkled, as 
the recipe called for, and the result was 
all that could he desired, and far better 
than yras anticipated. 
In fact, it acted 
like magic, for the destroyer disappeared 
at once, and the currant crop was saved in 
pertect condition. 
Professor W. Rehnstrom, 
Dairy In ­ 
spector and A gricultural Engineer of Swe­ 
den, has invented a new food product 
which he calls lactoserin. 
Skim milk is 
curdled in the same way as commonly used 
in cheese-making, only that a larger quan­ 
tity of rennet is used and at a higher tem­ 
perature, so as to make the precipitation 
complete. 
To the whey thus obtained is 
added an equal quantity of skim milk, and 
the hulk, through a simple process of evap­ 
oration, is transformed into solid cakes, 
which are afterward cut or ground and 
more or less roasted to suit whatever pur­ 
pose intended.—Feu: Orleans Picayune. 
At Egg Harbor, N. J., where the grape 
is grown extensively, Dr. Tneo. Boysen 
has made some im portant tests with the 
Bordeaux m ixture as a preventive of grape 
rot. 
H e left some vines unsprayed, while 
near them were vines that had been 
sprayed four times. 
A marked difference 
is quickly discerned, the sprayes vines 
showing healthy leaves and hut little rot. 
All leaves and grapes that had been per­ 
fectly sprayed were exempt from disease. 
The experiments of Dr. Boysen are en­ 
couraging, as thev show that with energy 
and care in the use of the Bordeaux m ix­ 
ture the grape can be made a paying crop.

FRENCH MILITARY DISCIPLINE. 


H orrib le P u n ish m en t to W h ich S old iers 
are S u b jected . 
[Translated from La Croix ] 
W hen a soldier by his delinquencies has 
earned a certain number of days’ im pris­ 
onment, the “Council of Discipline” of his 
regiment is convoked to decide upon his 
being sent to the disciplinary companies. 
Soldiers thus sent have neither killed nor 
robbed, but, regardless of repeated punish­ 
ments, have continued to stay out nights 
by scalfcg the walls, have been guilty of 
repeated unauthorized absences, too brief 
to justify the charge of desertion or per­ 
sisted in being dirty, lazy or perverse. 
But is not out of all proportion to their 
guilt the punishment thus inflicted ? 
It 
will be remembered that a few years ago a 
number of them died from exposure to the 
sun, shut up in th at horrible instrum ent of 
torture called the crapaudine, the use pf 
which has since been forbidden by the 
Government. 
A recent work, and from which Mr. 
M illenmd intends to quote as a basis of 
his interpellation of the M inistry, shows 
that Tii the progress of reform toward the 
hum anity (douceur) much remains to be 
done. 
He himself had been of the number 
disciplined. 
H ere is his description of a regiment ou 
its return: “A lamentable procession of 
exhausted, lame men, their complexion of 
a hue either leaden or sallow: their eyes 
spiritless, their limbs devoid of all elas­ 
ticity; scarcely a dozen carry their knap­ 
sacks; at least fifty have a candaverous 
appearance, their eyes either half closed 
or swollen lay fever, wearing a disagreeable 
brilliancy; they must be taken under the 
arm-pits to be assisted in dismounting, aud 
scarcely reach the ground when, careless 
of the kick of the mule, deaf to the or­ 
ders of th eir officers, they succumb in the 
middle of the road.” 
The Captain approaches them and sneer­ 
ingly observes: “There, Mr. Dusaule, are 
able-bodied men, are 
they not? 
Ah! 
w hat are these sticks I see there? 
Throw 
me one, and quickly ! 
Soldiers promenad­ 
ing with canes! 
Here is truly affecta­ 
tion ! 
W hat would your families say, 
should they see you? 
Mr. Lieutenant, 
you are very wrong to perm it such things ! 
There (on addressing the last one, whose 
teeth are chattering), did you not hear 
m e? 
Throw away that stick, I tell you!’ 
The man obeys the order and through 
weakness falls on his knees. 
“There, Mr. 
Dusaule, you see the effect of his carrying 
a stick ? 
The men become so accustomed 
to it that when deprived of it thev tum ­ 
ble.” 
A soldier who had made away with a 
couple of cartridges, on the discovery of it, 
feeling sure that he would be by the coun­ 
cil condemned to the discipline, rushed to 
the trapeze and hung himself. 
Bnt listen to the remark of the same 
Captain: 
“A bad soldier, that Loupat, is lie not? ” 
inquired the Captain. 
“W as he skilled in 
gymnastics?” 
“No, Captain,” answered Dusaule, “he 
knew nothing about it. 
H e could scarcely 
hold to the bar. 
I would every day for 
this reason deprive him of his wine, hut it 
did no good.” 
And yet, see! ” rejoined the Captain. 
“H e was able to climb to the top, tie a cord 
to it, wrap the cord around his neck and 
then drop into space. 
It must be very 
difficult to do all this. 
Then to say that 
these rascals can display energy only in 
evil-doing.” 
Another illustration: “A poor devil 
can’t keep up with the troop. 
H e is tied 
to a mule. (This is a notorious fact.) W ith 
his knapsack on his shoulder, the strap of 
his gun around his neck, his hands tied to­ 
gether, he is bound to the tail of a mule. 
H e really has not the strength to lift his 
feet from the ground, hence shuffles along 
to keep up w ith the too-rapid gait of the 
animal, raising clouds of dust. 
A Ser­ 
geant, switch in hand, mounts the mule. 
Suddenly the man stumbles ou the rough 
road, falls first on his knees, is rolled to 
tlie ground, dragged by the mule, which 
continues on. 
H e is on his side, his arms 
fearfully strained, his face pale and turned 
backward, his mouth wide open and all 
black, he shrieks with pain.” 
The chronicler of the “E llair” from 
which we cull these statements adds: 
“The disciplined call ‘tombs’ the tents 
under which they sleep. 
They are barely 
twenty inches in hight, and are not thirty 
in breadth. 
They are entered by crawl­ 
ing into them with one’s stomach flat upon 
the ground. 
It is under such a tent, ex­ 
posed to every severity of the weather, 
that the 
laborers 
must 
recruit their 
strength.” 
They get no ration of either coffee or 
wine. 
T heir first platter is supposed to 
contain meat, the second soup; and if pun­ 
ished, the soldier must remain in his tent 
without 
moving, 
receiving 
only one 
ration of soup out of four, or one only on 
every other day. 
There are other punishments even more 
frightful. 
First the cell of irons. 
The 
soldier has the same rations as for the 
simple cell. 
But he has his feet passed 
through a bar. 
H is hands are manacled 
behind his back. 
And thus ironed he is 
pushed into his cell. 
W hen, every other 
day, soup is brought to him, he eats it as 
best he may, lapping it up like a dog. 
If 
he wishes to drink he must take the neck 
of his canteen between liis teeth and hold 
his head far enough back to let the water 
flow into his mouth. 
If he upsets the 
platter or lets his canteen fall, for twenty- 
four hours he is deprived of drink and for 
thirty-six hours of food. 
It hecry,orcom - 
plain, or groan, he is gagged by a piece of 
wood across his mouth and fastened behind 
his neck. 
As was said to us: “The-e are three now 
at the end of the ravine who already for 
several days have been ironed, their limbs 
sore, themselves eaten hv flies, at night be­ 
numbed with cold and alive with vermin. 
W hen we mounted guard, piteously they 
begged of us to throw a little water on their 
bloody gag and on their swollen, discolored 
wrists.”

HOW A GREAT CHARITY WAS HANDLED. 


Governor Beaver, of Pennsylvania, and 
the Johnstown Relief Commission, have 
made an elaborate report of the receipt 
and expenditure of funds for the relief of 
sufferers by the Johnstown flood. It makes 
a thick, closely-printed book. 
Since the spirit of charity is so strong in 
the American people, and their response 
to the cry of distress in great disasters is 
so prompt and generous, it is well that 
such reports as that referred to should 
have wide publicity, that the people may 
be encouraged to sim ilar deeds of relief 
and feel assured that their contributions 
are faithfully applied. 
From the voluminous report we learn 
th a t the loss of life by the Pennsylvania 
disaster was 2,142 persons, 923 being fe­ 
male and 1,219 males. 
Only 617 females 
and 498 males were found and identified. 
There were 636 of both sexes found whose 
bodies were not identified. 
The result of the flood was that 124 
women were made widows, and 198 men 
lost their wives by drowning and by fire. 
Of orphans made by the flood, 311 are 
fatherless and 106 motherless; 98 children 
lost both parent®, and 99 whole families 
m et their death in the raging waters. 
The applicints for relief and having no 
means left, were 6,229. 
The widows were 
given of the relief fund about $1,500 each, 
or a total of $183,281, and their children 
received or had set aside for their benefit 
$108,500. 
For the orphans annual annui­ 
ties of $50 a year were purchased payable 
until they are 16 years old, and $119,­ 
616 86 were required to effect that end. 
The sworn individual losses amounted to 
$9,674,105. 
These were scaled 25 per 
cent, by local committees of investigation- 
T he corporation losses amounted to $2,­ 
107,500, but corporations were not listed 
for relief nor given any. 
The cash con­ 
tributions for the relief fund aggregated 
$4,116,801 48. 
Of this 
sum California 
sent on $92,142 42, Sacramento contribut­ 
ing $4,416 63. 
Not all of these sums 
passed through the hands of the Commis­ 
sion or of the Governor, some of the money 
going through local committees and pri­ 
vate avenues, and some considerable sums 
going through society channels or directly, 
of which no account can be had. 
The relief given was in the burial of 
the dead, care of the wounded, shipm ent 
away of the helpless: in furnishing food, 
clothing, temporary houses, ready-made 
houses, tents, furniture, tools, and means 
to resume work. 
I t required $40,000 to 
erect, equip and fit out a hospital and sup­ 
ply it with nurses, and this hospital will 
be needed for some time to come. 
It is 
intended to make this building permanent, 
a memorial of the generosity of men to 
their suffering fellow men. 
The cash paid out to recipients by the 
R elief Commission was $2,378.275. 
The 
Commission received in all, $2,912,346 30, 
and its entire clerical expense in disburs­ 
ing the fund, in ascertaining need, in ad­ 
justing relief upon an equitable basis, in 
taking proofs, guarding against fraud, and 
its general work, was $5,728 89, or less 
than one-fifth of one per cent. 
W hen the 
magnitude of the task is considered, and 
the great difficulties encountered in adjust - 
ng distribution of funds according to a 
scale of equity and mercy combined is 
taken into account, this achievment de­ 
serves to rank among the most rem arka­ 
ble of human beneficence. 
The Commission has now in bank $67,­ 
205 47, which is held to meet emergen­ 
cies and to aid sufferers who are trying to 
regain their feet without assistance, but 
who may yet have to be aided by the Com­ 
mission. 
The labor involved in deciding 
Upon the merits of claims made and what 
would be a just award, was very great, say 
the Commission, but we know from private 
advices that this is too mild a statem ent— 
it was enormous, and called for the exer­ 
cise of patience, firmness, gentleness and 
business skill that has no parallel in his­ 
tory. 
The Commission worked through 
eighteen local investigation committees, 
each one operating in a well defined dis- 
triet. 
W hen all losses, deaths and needs had 
been ascertained and carefully registered, 
with the proofs in each case, all claimants 
were classified and to each class a sum per 
capita was allotted as a first distribution. 
Then, when the classes were better defined, 
a final distribution was made. Tims 4,616 
received head money $148,899; 735 furni 
tpre and houses, $147,871; 3,730 first dis-

JOHN RUSSELL YOUNG ON 
CHINESE 
RESTRICTION ACTS. 


Mr. John Russell Young, who has been 
a close student of Chinese character and 
politics, has no faith in the statement 
credited to Li Hung Chnng, that the Chi­ 
nese Government contemplates retaliatory 
measures upon Americans in China, be­ 
cause of the Restriction Act. 
The reasons he advances for his belief 
are explicit and strong. Nearly all Ameri­ 
cans in Pekin are under the protection of 
international law, and if menaced can 
easily reach 
Chefoo or Shanghai and 
claim the protection of American men-of- 
war. 
The open ports of Canton, Tientsin, 
Shanghai and others, are under ther own 
local governments, and the authority of 
China receives no municipal recognition 
in them ; besides, these ports are under 
the guns constantly of foreign ships of 
war. 
Should China attem pt reprisals upon 
Americans, she must include Russians 
Englishmen and French, who have also 
restricted Chinese emigration into some 
of their colonies. 
There are no mission­ 
aries in China, he adds, who cannot readily 
reach refuge ports. 
Mr. Young asserts 
that the “most favored nation” clause of 
our treaty gives Americans equal protec­ 
tion afforded any and all other foreigners 
in China. 
As to trade relations he says 
that the Chinese will never relinquish the 
opportunity to make money out of Amer­ 
ican 
trade. 
H e 
believes 
that 
at 
no time has China entertained any other 
desire 
than 
to 
prevent the egress of 
her people from the Em pire — indeed, 
he goes so far 'as to say that the Imperial 
Government would welcome any measure 
properly passed that would return all 
Chinese to their native land, and that 
would deport every alien in China, but 
that force will never be resorted to or 
countenanced by China to accomplish that 
latter end. 
In 1884 Mr. Young visited every port 
in China, but he was not able to ascertain 
th at a Chinese laborer had ever emigrated 
to the U nited States from a Chinese port, 
or that the Chinese Government had ever 
occupied any other position than that of 
antagonism to emigration of its subjects. 
Our Chinese come, he says, 
from or 
through the British port ’of Hongkong, 
only a few hours’ travel by river from 
Canton, the capital of provinces having a 
population of 30,000,000. 
Of the 160,000 
people in Hongkong, 150,000 are Chinese, 
and this number is constantly recruited by 
the drift down the river from Canton and 
its provinces. 
From Hongkong, he adds, 
go nineteen-twentieths of all the Chinese 
emigration to the several countries of the 
globe. 
H e argues th at all the threats 
about retaliation are fictitious, and ema­ 
nate from British sources, since the re­ 
striction 
of im migration will 
greatly 
affect British interests engaged in trans­ 
porting emigrants. 
This is not exactly new light upon the 
Chinese question, but it is valuable testi­ 
mony, and emphasizes the position taken 
by the friends of restriction, th at the Chi­ 
nese Government has not contemplated 
reprisals, that it is adverse to the emigra­ 
tion of its subjects, and th at it has not 
manifested any disposition to yield the ad­ 
vantages it enjoys of the commerce be­ 
tween the United States and China. 
Mr. Young is of the opinion, however, 
that the Chinese Government was offended 
by the passage of the ‘exclusion A ct of 
1888, not because of its restrictive features, 
but because of the haste of its passage un­ 
der circumstances that, China claims, and 
not without reason, amounted to a breach 
of courtesy, if not of good faith towards a | 
friendly 
that he 
Chinese Government, and th at it has had 
the effect of breaking down American in­ 
fluence to a great extent in China, and of 
crippling our commercial importance in 
Chinese territory to the gain of British com­ 
mercial interests. 
H e holds that the re. 
suit has been to make English influence 
potential in China, whereas we had been 
steadily gaining ground in the councils at 
Pekin. 
This was due to the peaceful a t­ 
titude we had maintained towards China, 
to the fact th at we had not, as have the 
French and English, put the iron hand 
upon China in several wars and many im ­ 
positions. 
The Oregonian in treating this question 


and to boldly proclaim not only that Mr. 
Reed was right, but that R ule XV. was a 
national need, was demanded by the grav­ 
est considerations of statesmanship and the 
legislative necessities of the country. W ith 
him His country is superior to partisanship, 
and he therefore refuses to ioin in the 
party clamor against the Speaker.

commend this Democrat’s able and fearless 
paper to the consideration and the careful 
reading of ail men who love fair play and 
refuse to be made party pnppets. 
■ The paper, which is distinguished by 
clearness and pure reason, is quite too loug 
for reproduction in these eolamns, but we 
refer to a few of its more salient passages' 
Government by party is an essential feat­ 
ure of representative institutions. 
The 
party in the minority to-day may be in the 
majority to-morrow. 
If parliam entary ob­ 
struction by minorities is permissable, then 
government by majorities is impossible. 
Rule V III. of the House requires every 
member to be present during the sitting of 
the House, and to vote on every proposi­ 
tion unless excused by the House. 
Rule 
XV. provides th at if a member refuses to 
obey the injunction of the former rule and 
vote, his contumacy shall not affect the 
ability of the House to proceed with its 
business. 
The rules are not inharmonious, 
they are consistent; the one prescribes the 
duty of the member, the other declares 
that his disobedience shall not operate to 
check the business of the body. 
The fundamental error of the opponents 
of the Speaker is the assumption that a 
quorum can only be ascertained by a call 
of the yeas and nays. 
Our parliam entary 
system is derived from that of the English 
House of Commons, in which the actual 
existence of a quorum is ascertained by a 
count of the members present. 
There is 
no warrant in the Constitution for the 
claim that the presence is determined only 
by the response to the call of the names of 
the members. 
If the framers of the Con­ 
stitution intended th at to be the rule, 
they would certainly Lave so stated in 
plain English. 
The rule requiring response to a call of 
the yeas and nays in the case of the 
passage of a bill over the veto of the 
President rests upon a totally different 
basis. 
The right of the House to override 
a veto is a parliam entary innovation, and 
the over-ruling of the Executive is deemed 
of such solemnity that certain forms must 
be observed and a certain strength be made 
manifest of record. 
But the constitutional 
requirem ent concerning the over-ruling of 
a veto cannot by any contortion of reason 
be made to carry bv im plication a mandate 
that the number of members in the House 
shall be determined by the same m ethods 
It is urged th at if the Speaker and the 
rule are right, and a quorum is present, 
and only one member votes for a hill, and 
all the others rem ain silent, a bill could 
not be declared passed. 
But all down the 
line of legislation bills have been passed 
in Congress where bnt one or two votes 
have been voiced, because the presence of 
a quorum is presumed during a session, 
since any member has the power to de­ 
mand a count. 
If now a quorum can be 
present by presumption, when actually 
there are less than a quorum present, 
surely the assent of 165 or more members 
present, but not voting, may be presumed 
from their silence. 
The Constitution gives the House the 
power to compel the attendance of mem­ 
bers ; they may, then, when brought in, be 
counted as present, else why compel them 
to attend ? 
The power to compel attend­ 
ance was intended to equip the House 
with power to m aintain a quorum; under 
the contention of the minority, however 
the majority may at any tim e be forced 
into a surrender and its power to legislate 
be utterly paralyzed, and thus silence lie 
given greater effect than votes.

Kem m ler was killed instantly and 
painlessly w ithin 
the first second, 
but as 
the current was opened (taken off) before thirty 
seconds had passed, there were reflex motions 
of the m uscles w hich frightened tom e of the 
attendants into thinking th at he was not dead 
The current was applied the second tim e, and 
at once, as the report reached me, an appear­ 
ance was produced on the face and hands ol 
the crim inal which showed beyond doubt that 
the first shock killed him . 
This ought to put aside completely all 
the sensational stories to the effect that 
Kemmler was tortured and died a linger­ 
ing death, and that the execution was. in 
short, a failure.

They 
indicate a determination to control free 
speech by cowing the citizen; they testify 
to the lowest possible conception of the 
purpose and guarrantees of free govern­ 
ment, and prove conclusively th at precisely 
such a measure as the Lodge bill is needed. 
The public influences that exert them ­ 
selves to crush a man in business because 
he entertains a certain political belief, will 
not hesitate to threaten and punish the 
voter, and to employ intim idation and 
force to prevent casting a free ballot. 
In ­ 
deed, the men who can lower themselves to 
the method of the boycott will not hesi­ 
tate to repress votes and manage the ballot- 
box by foul means to conserve their ends- 
If the Southern press and people are rep­ 
resented by such expressions as we have 
quoted, there is confession that the Repub­ 
lican voter in the South is not perm itted 
to cast his ballot as his conscience dictates. 
T hat being the case, the application of 
such remedies as the Lodge bill proposes is 
a necessity.

SIMFLY TOO HASTY. 


OFFiCEE STAFFOED THOUGHT HE WAS 
DOING HIS DUTY. 


A t Leagt, So T h ou gh t a M ajority o f th e 


P o lic e C om m ission ers—T he O f­ 


ficer R ep iim a n d ed . 


The Board of Police Commissioners met 
yesterday morning with all the members 
present. Mayor Comstock called the meet­ 
ing to order, and stated that the purpose 
was to impose sentence on officer Stafford, 
on the charges sustained in his trial last 
week. 
The Mayor then pulled a slip of paper 
from his coat-pocket and read his views on 
the subject. His plan was to suspend the 
officer until October 1st. 
Police officers, 
he said, should be careful about their con­ 
duct and not allow their feelings to carry 
then °ne way or the other. 
He did not 
think .the punishm ent he proposed was too 
severe for the officer. 
Judge Buckley said in substance: “I 
have given this investigation a serious and 
thoughtful consideration, for I believe it is 
an im portant m atter to the voters of Sacra­ 
m ento and the community. So far-as I am 
personally concerned, I know both parties, 
and that is one of the reasons I concluded 
not to be hasty in pronouncing judgm ent 
in the case. Officer Staff >rd has been on 
the force for several years, and I have al­ 
ways regarded him as a good officer and 
faithful in his duty. I believe him to be 
honest. I voted to sustain the charges 
against him, because I thought that in tne 
excitement at the time of the arrest he was 
too zealous and probably overstepped his 
bounds. 
It is the custom, when a respect­ 
able person calls upon an officer to arrest a 
man, for the officer to do as requested, and 
afterward have the accusing party swear to 
a complaint. An arrest is sometimes made 
on what one might cal! a verbal complaint, 
and many believe it is a good plan. 
'•However, in view of the well-known 
character, high standing aft eminence of 
Mr. Johnson, I think it would have been 
better for officer Stafford to have first re­ 
quired that a warrant be issued; but be 
probably thought he was doing his duty in 
carrying out the custom. I am inclineá to 
believe that he was simply hasty, and that 
it would not have happened but for the ex­ 
citement that prevailed. 
“In this Board is vested the power to 
discharge, suspend, tine or-reprim and the 
officer. I leei disposed to impose the low­ 
est penalty—a reprimand. The officer is a 
poor man, and has a family, and as much 
good can be accomplished by reprimanding 
him as by ordering him dismissed from 
the force. Any officer is entitled to have 
his own political views and to exercise his 
own belief; but he should not show par­ 
tiality. 
He is not a servant of any faction 
or political party, but a guardian of the 
public peace. 
I don’t think officer Stafford 
m eant to do anything wrong. I couldn't 
believe it. There was no conspiracy to in­ 
jure anybody, bat simply suspicion to that 
effect." 
In conclusion. Judge Buckley said he 
would vote to reprimand the officer. 
Chief Drew—“I haven’t anything tosay.” 
The Mayor finally announced that the 
question before the Board was as to what 
punishm ent should be inflicted upon the 
officer. 
W hen the roll was called by Clerk Jones, 
Mayor Comstock voted for suspension, and 
Judge Buckley and Chief Drew voted to 
reprimand the officer. 
It then became the Mayor’s duty to ad­ 
monish the officer, and after requesting the 
latter to stand up. he said : 
“Officer Stafford. I 
have 
no feeling 
against yon as a citizen or an officer. You 
had a long, fair and im partial trial, and 
the charges against you were sustained. I 
don’t believe it was necessary for you to go 
as far as you did. It would have better for 
you to have kept cool ana used your own 
judgm ent. I have every reason to believe 
that you will receive a lesson from this 
investigation which will prove valuable to 
you and the other officers. 
I hope you will 
do your duty and never again be placed in 
such a position.” 
Officer Stafford bowed his assent and sat 
down, and the meeting adjourned. 


BETTEB LATE THAN NEVEB. 


P eo p le M ust T rim T h eir T rees, or Pay 
for H avin g it D on e. 
Street Commissioner McLaughlin has 
had printed and distributed throughout 
the city the following notice: 
“ You are hereby notified to have the 
trees in front of your property trimmed so 
as not to obstruct the light from the street 
and high enough to allow carriages to pass 
nnder without interference, and to have 
the said work done by the 1st day of 
September, 1890. 
If not done at said date, 
will proceed to do the same at expense of 
property-owners." 
This is a m atter that the Street Commis­ 
sioner should pash vigorously. Property- 
owners should have enough pride them- 
Beives to prompt them to trim their shade- 
trees and keep them looking nicely, but if 
they haven't sufficient enterprise and taste 
in that direction they should be made to 
pay the expense of having the work done 
for them. 
There are many blocks in the city whose 
trees hang so low over the streets that 
vehicles cannot pass under the branches, 
while pedestrians on the sidewalks have 
their hats brushed ofl their heads and their 
faces 
scratched 
by 
the 
low-hanging 
branches of trees.

JOHN KESSLER. 


T he T error of D ry C reek P le a d s G uilty 
to H orse S tealin g. 
A long, lean, lank, yellow-haired, sallow- 
complexioned youth of iwenty-one years 
stood up in the Superior Court yesterday 
when Judge Van Fleet called the name of 
John Kessler. 
The charge against the 
prisoner was grand larceny, his crime con­ 
sisting of the theft of a horse belonging to 
Charles Quiggle, a farmer residing in Dry 
Creek Township. 
The circumstances connected with the 
crime were fully related in the R e c o r d - 


U n i o n at the time. Kessler is the youth 
who, live years ago, shot and killed his 
father because the latter had punished him. 
The family were at that lim e living across 
the lineiu Amador county. Kesslei served 
a little over three years in San Quentin, 
and on his discharge therefrom went to the 
neighborhood of Dry Creek, in this county, 
wbere he was weil knowD, and for the past 
year and a half has lpd a nomadic life in 
that locality, living off the fatted calves of 
the farmers and generally m aking himself 
a terror to the people, who felt that their 
lives and propenv were not safe while the 
half-savage youth was at large. 
Finally he stele a valuable horse from 
Charles Quiggle, who pursued and captured 
him with the aid of Deputy Sheriff Miller, 
of Amador, 
W hen 
arraigned in 
Court yesterday 
Kessler pleaded guilty, and had nothing to 
urge in extenuation of his crime except 
the very thin excuse that he wanted to 
visit a relative in Alpine county, and con­ 
cluded to ride Quiggle’s horse there and 
then send the anim al back. H e said that 
if given an opportunity to do so he would 
leave the State. 
Assistant District Attorney Bruner re­ 
lated the circumstances of the case, as de­ 
veloped at Kessler’s examination before 
the committing magistrate. He also staled 
to the Court that he had received a petition 
from the residents of the neighborhood in 
which Kessler had lived, and where he 
had made himself so obnoxions, to the 
effect that he had a bad character—that he 
was a thief and murderer, and a dangerous 
person to be at large—and asking that he 
be given the fullest punishment possible. 
The petition was numerously signed. 
Judge Van Fleet said the law would not 
perm it him to take cognizance of any such 
petition in proceedings ot that character. 
H e then questioned Kessler further con­ 
cerning his operations, and concluded by 
stating that he would give Kessler an op­ 
portunity to leave the State at an early day. 
He then sentenced him to imprisonment 
at San Quentin for a term of five years. 
The residents of Dry Creek Township 
will no doubt keep themselves posted as to 
Kessler’s career, and when he again leaves 
the State Prison they will see that he does 
not locate in their neighborhood.

DISCOVERY OF A WONDERFUL CAVE’ 


A rrow heads and au Iro n K nife F ound in 
One of Its Passages. 
[Pittsburg Dispatch to Washington Star.] 
A wonderful cavern was recently discov­ 
ered on the Stc-wart farm, about two miles 
from Parnassus, Armstrong county. 
E x­ 
plorations just made have revealed subter­ 
ranean passages of a remarkable character. 
The entrance is a perpendicular opening, 
about twenty feet in depth. 
At the bottom the place had the appear­ 
ance of an inverted cone, with about one- 
third of the apex and part of the side cut 
ofl; and measuring about twenty-four feet 
at the base. 
The walls are of a dark gray 
color, rather smooth. 
From here a corri­ 
dor, some four feet wide and three feet 
high, leads for several yards to a room 
where the light reveals a scene of grand 
eur. 
Stalagmites and stalactites are in pro­ 
fusion, and in shapes and forms to almost 
equal those of the Mammoth Cave. 
The 
chamber is aliout 65 feet long by 30 feet 
wide, and the furthest end terminates in a 
deep pool of water. 
This pond is perhaps 
12 feet wide. 
The water is pure as crys­ 
tal. 
No living thing was seen by the ex 
plorers except a peculiarly striped crusta­ 
cean animal about an inch in length, re­ 
sembling a crab, but of a dull yellowish 
color. 
The temperature registered about 
59 degrees. 
In one corner of the first cavern were 
found a few sp>ecimens of arrowheads and 
an iron knife, but nothing else to denote 
that a human being had ever entered be­ 
fore. 
Further than the piool exploration 
was not made. 
A complete investigation 
will be undertaken by persons who have 
secured the land.

It did not take much imaginative sensibil­ 
ity to be stirred by the sight of this most 
useful, most ancient, most picturesque of 
domestic conveniences. 
I knowsomething 
of the 
ladoof of Egypt—the same ar­ 
rangement by which the sacred waters of 
the N ile have been lifted from the days of 
the Pharoahs to those of the khedives. 
That long forefinger pointing to heaven 
was a symbol which spoke to the Puritan 
exile as it spoke of old to the enslaved Is­ 
raelite. 
Was there ever any such water 
as that which we used to draw from the 
deep, cold well in “the old oaken bucket ?” 
What memories gather about the well in 
all ages ! 
What love matches have been 
made at its margin from the times of J a- 
cob and Rachel downward ! 
What fairy 
legends hover over it, what fearful mys­ 
teries it has hidden ! 
The beautiful well 
sweep! 
It is too rarely that we see it, and 
as it dies out and gives place to the 
odiously convenient pump, with the last 
patent on its cast-iron uninterestingness, 
does it not seem as if the farmyard aspect 
had lost half its attraction? 
So long as 
the dairy farm exists doubtless there must 
be every facility for getting water in 
abundance; but the loss of the well sweep 
cannot be made up to us'even if our milk 
were diluted to twice its present attenua­ 
tion.

becoming scarcer in all parts of the United 
States in consequence of their skins being 
so much in demand that many persons 
have engaged in alligator hunting as a 
means of making money. 
The alligators 
have never been hunted by the Mexicans, 
but I soon had them at it. 
At first I shot 
them, but a Mexican conceived the idea 
of harpooning them, and carried it out so 
successfully that we followed that method 
afterward.

He told me that he 
was working it out a year and a half ago, 
and how he was working it out night after 
night when the boat had gone away and 
he could get uear the quicksand safely. 
Then he said that we would get away to­ 
gether. But I was afraid that he would 
leave me behind him one night when he 
had worked it all out. and so 1 shot him. 
Besides, it is not advisable that the men 
who once get in here should escape. Only 
I, and I am a Brahmin.” 
The prospect of escape had brought 
Gunga I lass’ caste back to h im. He stood 
up, walked about and gesticulated vi­ 
olently. 
Eventually I managed to make him talk 
soberly, and he told me how this English­ 
man had spent night after night in explor 
ing, inch by inch, the passage across the 
quicksand; how he had declared it to be 
simplicity itself up to within about twenty 
yards of "the river bank, after turning the 
flank of the left horn of the horseshoe. 
This much he had evidently not completed 
when Gunga Dass shot him with his own 
gun.In my frenzy of delight at the possibil­ 
ities of esca|>e I recollect shaking hands 
effusively with Gunga Dass after he had 
decide*! that we were to make an attempt 
to get away that very night. 
It was 
very weary work waiting throughout the 
afternoon. 
THE ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE. 
About 10 o’clock, as far as I could judge, 
when the moon had just risen above the 
lip of the crater, Gunga Dass made a move 
for his burrow to bring out the gun barrels 
whereby to measure our path. All the 
other wretched inhabitants had retired to 
their lairs long ago. The guardian boat 
drifted down stream some hours before, 
and we were utterly alone by the crow- 
clump. Ganga Das, while carrying the 
gun barrels, let slip the piece of paper 
which was to be our guide. 
I stooped down hastily to recover it, and 
as I did so I was aware that the diabolical 
Brahmin was aiming a violent blow at the

HEW YORK’S IQOEDDCf. 


IT COST TWENTY-TWO MILLION DOL­ 
LARS AND EIGHT LIVES. 


It W111 Bring 318,000,000 Gallons ot 
W ater Into tlie City D aily—A 
Thirty-M ile Tunnel. 


In 1798 Aaran Burr got a charter 
through the New York Legislature allow­ 
ing a company to go into the business of 
supplying the city with water, and also do 
a little banking business. A big tank, or 
what was considered big for those days, 37 
feet in diameter and 40 feet high, was 
built at Reade and Center streets, where it 
may still be seen by the curious. It is 
kept partly full of water from a spring, 
and will be kept full so long as there is 
any question as to its disappearing affect­ 
ing the charter of the rich corporation 
which has built for itself one of the finest 
banking-houses in the country. 
This was New York’s first water supply. 
W hen the Croton Aqueduct was finished, 
in 1842, it was insisted by many of our 
citizens that it would furnish more water 
than the city could use for the next hun­ 
dred years.’ And this view would have 
been sound, even with more than our pres­ 
ent population, if the system of using 
water had remained the same as in those 
days. In 1842, when the aqueduct was 
opened with great rejoicings, water was 
furnished only in the basements. \\ ater 
in the upper part of the house was con­ 
sidered an extravagant luxury. Bath-tubs 
were rare. 
About thirty years ago began the custom 
of running water pipes right up to the 
tops of the best houses, giving basins and 
baths on every floor. Soon what was at 
first thought an extravagance grew to be 
looked upon as a necessity. Then, about 
twenty' years ago, began the tenement and 
apartment era. It is safe to say that there 
are now hundreds of apartment houses in 
this city, occupying not more than two city 
lots, which use more water than whole 
blocks of houses used in 1842. But they 
are eight or ten stories high, and on every 
floor are from two to five apartments, each 
having baths, closets, basins, sinks, wash- 
tubs, etc., of its own, and using more water 
than an old-fashioned house, because there 
is ns carrying of water ; it is always on 
tap from the big roof-tank, kept full by a 
steam pump. 
Recent estimates give the number of 
apartment houses in New \o rk at 6,000, 
the ditíérence in tenement and apartment 
houses consisting in the number of rooms 
occupied by one family'. One has only to 
glance through the new flat houses which 
seem to rise by the mile every year to see 
where the water goes. The moment the 
rent rises above $12 a month the tenant 
expects every convenience in the way of 
water supply. If the rent rises above $40, 
an elevator, also run by water power, is 
expected. The daily supply of water 
furnished to New York by the Croton 
Aqueduct is, upon the average, 93,000,000 
gallons. In 1849 this amount sufficed to 
give each inhabitant about 300 gallons a 
a. day. 
At present we have less than eighty 
gallons per capita. Ten years ago the sup­ 
ply grew so insufficient for the demand 
that, notwithstanding the introduction of 
meters into every big building where water 
was largely used, it became evident that 
something had to be done. The water 
would not rise to the second story in many 
buildings unless it was pumped up, and there 
was constant danger that fire might find 
the city with a short supply. In ad­ 
dition to this danger, the Croton Aque­ 
duct, a brick conduit eight feet in diame­ 
ter, had for years been carrying more 
water by twenty per cent, than it was built 
to carry, and was showing signs of weak­ 
ness. Water was so badly needed that the 
necessary time to make the repairs could 
not be granted to the engineers. A bad 
break in the aqueduct might leave New 
York without water for a month, a calam­ 
ity almost as terrible as pestilence. 
Roughly speaking, the Croton watershed 
covt ;s an area about twenty miles square, 
or a' out four hundred square miles, with 
an cutlet thirty-five miles from New York. 
It i a country of brooks and springs, 
oc* < -d by dairy farms. The average 
raí 
! is forty six inches a year. 
If the 
wb. rainfall could be saved it would be 
sufb 
at to give three million people two 
hue td gallons of water every day 
in the year. 
The present aqueduct 
is so inadequate to take all 
the 
water of the Croton watershed that a big 
river runs to waste tlie year r, und. In the 
spring 1 have seen a stream tl;: ee hundred 
feet wide and six feet deep pouring over 
the Croton dam for days at a , :me. This 
is the water which our new aqunluct is go­ 
ing to save. 
W ithin a fortnight New 
York will, if nothing goes wroi g, begin to 
enjoy the first fruits of an expeuditure of 
more than twenty million dollars and of 
seven years’ time. 
The Croton Aqueduct, which has done 
such excellent service for the last fifty 
years, is a brick structure, running above 
ground, and passing into the city over the 
Harlem river by way of High br.dge, an 
imposing structure, which suggests the 
Roman aqueducts. The present aqueduct 
is a work compared to which the old one 
is an iusignifieaut affair. In place of a 
brick conduit, eight feet in diameter, me­ 
andering through hill aud dale, with a 
few small tunnels, we have a brick and 
stone pipe, thirteen feet in diameter, pass­ 
ing from Crotou dam to New \ork City, 
at an average depth of 140 feet below the 
surface of the ground. It is, therefore, a 
tunnel thirty miles long. The reasons for 
buildiog it underground were that, while 
the actual cost would be more than for a 
surface conduit, the claims for damages by 
property-owners along the route would lie 
insignificant; the aqueduct runs under 
miles and miles of handsome estates 
whose owners would never suspect it had 
they not been told. Another reason is 
that, if ever New York should be bom­ 
barded, shells will not cut off our water 
supply, as might be the case with our 
present aqueduct. 
The engineers' plans were finished in 
1884. The work was divided up into 
thirty-five sections, and a dozen contract­ 
ors began to dig the shafts. I orty of 
these shafts have been dug, varying in 
depth from thirty to three hundred feet, 
according to the depth of the tunnel at 
that point. These shafts served to venti­ 
late the tunnel while work was going on, 
to take out the rock and earth excavated, 
and now that the work is done they serve 
as o[*enings by which the tunnel can be 
examined at distances of a mile apart. 
Some notion of the amount of stufl which 
has had to be carried out through these 
shafts is given by the official statement 
that 3,000 tons of dynamite were used in 
blasting out the rock : the actual material 


excavated amounted to more than thirty 
million cubic yards. 
In such a work it was inevitable that 
there should been many accidents. In the 
six years eighty men have been killed and 
three times that number seriously injured. 
Considering the magnitude and danger of 
the work, this is inconsiderable as com­ 
pared witii the loss of life in the building 
of other great tunnels. At many points 
the work had to be conducted with the 
greate-t delicacy; twice in the course of 
the thirty miles the tunnel had to dip 
down more than 100 feet in order to get 
under swatnos of great depth, the most 
annoying of such swamps beiug on the 
property of Jay Gould. Throughout its 
entire length the tunnel is bricked, 103,­ 
000,000 bricks, or enough to build 400 
ordinary dwelling-houses, having been 
used. When the work was at its hight 
2,800 men, mostly Italians, were employed 
as laborers. 
The following figures also give some 
notion of the magnitude of the work: The 
estimated cost when the plans were done 
was $15,000,000. Up to date the cost has 
been $22,000,000, and it will rise to $25,­ 
000,000 before the end is reached. The 
exact length of the aqueduct from the 
Croton daru to the Central Park reservoir 
is 33j miles. The flowing capacity from 
the dam to the Jerome Park reservoir, 10 
miles above the city, will be 318,000,000 
gallons every twenty-four hours, and from 
there to Central Park 250,000,000 gallons, 
leaving 68,000,000 gallons to supply the 
city’s new wards above the Harlem river. 
In any account of this vast work, of 
which New York is justly proud, some 
mention must be made of the attempt to 
swindle the city by some of the contract­ 
ors. Above the brick arch of the tunnel 
the contracts call for a solid filling of earth 
or rock. It was discovered almost by acci­ 
dent that for whole miles there was no 
such filling, although more than $1,000,­ 
00*"' had been paid the contractors on ac­ 
count of it. At the direction of some of 
the examining engineers holes were 
knocked along the top of the tunnel at 
intervals of a few hundred feet, leading to 
the discovery that the solid packing called 
for was conspicuous by its absence. After 
long delays and litigation, and the dis­ 
charge in disgrace of a number of the sub­ 
ordinate engineers, this defect was reme­ 
died, at a cost to the contractors of about 
$1,000,000. 
The full value of the new aqueduct can 
only be ascertained when there is some 
device provided for gathering up and pour­ 
ing into the aqueduct all the water afford­ 
ed by the Croton watershed. It is going 
to be possible to double at once the water 
supply, but that wiil not take halt the 
water which gathers at the Croton dam 
and goes to waste over the weir. Event­ 
ually a bigger dam will have to be built 
in the Croton valley a mile below the 
present one, and upon that problem the 
engineers of the water department are 
now hard at work. The future dam, to be 
known as the Quaker Bridge dam, will be 
if the present plans are carried out, the 
biggest dam in the world. 
The practical effect of this dam will be 
to wipe out the Croton river and substitute 
for it a lake, the surface of which will be 
34 feet above the present dam. This lake 
will he 170 feet deep at the new dam and 
will hold about 40,000,000,000 gallons of 
water, enough to supply New Y'ork for a 
year, if not a drop of rain was to fall. The 
new lake will flood many miles of country 
now occupied by farms, so that the pur­ 
chase of land was begun last year. Fifty- 
eight farms will be under ten feet of water. 
Besides storing a year’s water supply, the 
Quaker Bridge dam will give New York 
another great wonder to place alongside 
of Brooklyn bridge and the Bartholdi 
statue. 
It will not only be the biggest masonry 
dam in the world; but it will be so much 
the biggest that there will be no compari­ 
son between it and any other dam. It 
will be 277 feet from the lowest point of 
its foundation, and 178 feet from the bed 
of the stream at the center to the top of 
the parapet of the dam. The top of the 
parapet is to be 13 feet above the ordinary 
water mark of the new lake, and seven feet 
above high-water mark. At the bottom 
the dam is 216 feet thick on the bed rock ; 
the dam gradually decreases in thickness 
to the top, where it is 22 feet thick. There 
will be a roadway on top sunk between the 
parapets three feet high on each side; the 
view’from this roadway will be equal to 
that seen from the towers of the Brooklyn 
bridge. 
In the building of the dam a trench 
will be excavated nearly ninety feet deep 
to the bed of rock beneath where the river 
now flows. While this is being done a 
new and artificial course will be made for 
a river along one side of the valley, and 
the excavation will be carried on in the 
open, without caissons. 
Of course, a 
heavy freshet is likely to sweep away the 
flume, fill the trench am. lo great damage, 
but the engineers hopeia.iy suggest that 
it is not likely that an irreparable damage 
will result from such a visitation of Provi­ 
dence. At any rate, that will be the con­ 
tractors’ lookout. When the great trench, 
several hundred feet long, as wide as a city 
block, and so deep that if an ordinary 
church was set down in it only the weather 
vane would be in sight above the ground, 
is finished, all the loose and doubtful rock 
will be blasted off and a bed of firm rock 
prepared. 
Any seams or fissures will be filled with 
solid cement poured in, and two trenches 
about ten feet deep and wide will be dug 
the whole length across. Besides this, the 
whole surface will be made rough and un­ 
even. Then the actual building of the 
dam will be begun by laying irregular 
stones, carefully fitted into one another 
and bedded in the finest cement mortar in 
the two ten-feet trenches. When these 
are filled up the stone-laying will be ex­ 
tended out over the whole bottom of the 
big trench, all the stones being of irregular 
shape and fitted to one another, and every 
chink filled with mortar of the best qual­ 
ity. The object of the two small trenches 
and of the roughened bed of the trench is 
to make the bottom of the dam so irregu­ 
lar that it can never be slid along on tlie 
rock by any possible pressure of water, 
and also that it will be impossible for any 
water to creep through between the bot­ 
tom of tlie dam and the rock. 
This same style of masonry, rough 
stones fitted to one another and bedded in 
cement, will be continued from the bed­ 
rock to Uie very top of the dam, so that 
when it is completed the whole structure 
will be one solid mass without a break or 
crack in it or any single joint that is not 
overlapped by solid stone. 
This gives 
the greatest strength, and also imposes the 
greatest amount of difficulty in the way of 
any officious drop of water that seeks to 
escape from the terrific pressure of the 170 
feet of water behind, by slipping into some 
crack and working its way through the 
dam. Outside the dam will probably be 
faced, in part, at any rate, with cut stone ; 
but this is only to give a smooth surface 
and make it look well, and not to add to 
its actual strength. 
Engineer Church, who has designed the 
dam, talking to a reporter recently, said

that there was not a shadow of a doub 
that the dam would he strong enough to 
stand any strain that could possibly be 
brought to bear w jp it: “Myself and 
consulting engineer Feely,” he said, “who 
have planned the whole structure, have 
based all our calculations upon making a 
dam with a factor of two—that is, we have 
made it strong enough to withstand just 
twice the strain that it is expected to 
have to bear. From eleven to sixteen tons 
to the square foot is the pressure that we 
calculate the dara will stand. Of course, 
the pressure depends altogether upon the 
depth of the water. The volume that 
will be confined behind the dam has 
nothing to do with it. Theoretically, if 
we should build two dams like this an inch 
apart, and should fill the space between 
them with water, they would have to 
bear just as much pressure as this one will 
with all the 40,000,000,000 gallons of water 
behind it. 
“This seems an extraordinary state­ 
ment to make, but, nevertheless, it is the 
literal truth. The pressure depends 
wholly upon the highih of the column or 
body of water; it does not take any 
stronger banks to hold the Atlantic Ocean 
than to hold the Hudson river. If you 
had to build a dam in proportion to the 
bulk of water it had to hold, the Isthmus 
of Panama would be about as good as a 
card-board dam up at Quaker Bridge.”

THE ORIGINAL PATAGONIANS. 


A 
Colored Razor- YFielder Slashes a 
Barkeeper. 
A little before 1 o’clock this ntorning a 
young colored man named Samuel Steele, 
who is a barkeeper for Monroe Johnson, 
proprietor of a dive on L street, between 
Third and Fourth, appeared at the Receiv­ 
ing Hospital with his face and head artis­ 
tically carved by a razor wielded by a man 
of bis own race. 
He was accompanied by Johnson and 
another colored man, and all ol them were 
very reticent as to the circumstances of the 
affray. They simply said that Steele was 
behind the bar when a man known as 
•‘Milt,” who works for a race-horse man 
named Miller, at Agricnltursl Park, treated 
several persons to drinks and then refused 
to pay for them. 
Steele went from his place behind the 
bar, ar.d after Laving some words with 
“Milt.” they came to blows. In the melee 
the latter drew a razor and slashed the bar­ 
keeper and then ran away. 
Steele had a very close call for both 
his eyes, owing, apparently, to the 
razor - wielder’s lack of reach. 
One 
sweep 
of the keen - edged weapon 
took a slice from Steele’s left eyelid, and 
another swrep clipped a piece off the lid of 
the other optic; a third laid open a small 
wound on the lefi cheek; a fourth slit his 
upper lip, while a fifth cut through the 
left leg of his trouseis without reaching 
the flesh. 
On the right side of his head was a cut 
about three inches long. This was proba­ 
bly the first wound received, and the pre­ 
sumption is that the razor-blude was 
broken by contact with the skull, as it is 
said something was beard to drop on the 
floor soon after the carving commenced. 
Whoever “Milt” may be, he is evidently 
an artist with the razor, for he has done 
some light decorative work on the face of 
Mr. Steele that could hardly be equaled by 
a pupil in the School of Design armed 
with brush aud palette. 
City Physician Nichols came down to the 
hospital, and with a needle and some wire 
sewed up the slits in Steele’s face. 
It is quite evident that the wounded 
man, and all others concerned, are 
desirous of hushing up the affair. 
They 
gave 
very 
evasive 
answers 
to all questions asked by Captain Lee, and 
the chances are that they will refuse to 
prosecute the knight of the razor should 
he be found. 
A game of “craps” was running in the 
saloon during the evening, and the prob­ 
ability is that the row originated from a 
“kick” made by one of the players at the 
game. 
Steele himself pretends not to know who 
bis assailant is, aud says he did not see a 
razor in his hands.

W hat M agellan Found on B is First T tslt 
to Them , 
Magellan’s first American port, writes 
Edward Everett Hale in the August Har­ 
per’s, was the boy of Rio Janeiro, to which 
he gave the name of Santa Lucia. It had 
been explored by Lopez four years before, 
and even before that time. There was one 
Portuguese trader settled on an island in 
the bay, the pioneer settler of the great 
city which stands there to-day. 
The 
whole crew were delighted with the lux­ 
uries of the climate aud the cordiality of 
the simple natives. “You can buy six 
hens for a king of diamonds,” says I’iga- 
feita, the amusing historian of the voyage. 
“They are not Christians, but they are not 
idolators, for they adore nothing; instinct 
is their onlv law.” This is his summary 
account of their religious habit and con­ 
dition, an account proved to be quite in­ 
adequate by more careful inquiries. After 
thirteen days spent in this bay the squad­ 
ron resumed its voyage of discovery. 
They looked in at the great estuary of 
the river La Plata, but Solis, who had lost 
his life there, had already discovered that 
this was not a passage to the Pacific. Still 
coasting southward, they sighted and per­ 
haps landed on the island of Penguins and 
the island of Sea Lions, and here were 
struck by a terrible storm. Not far from 
these islands, on the shore of the cjnti- 
nent, they discovered the bay of San 
Julian, and here Magellan determined to 
winter. 
Magellan made his ships secure at the 
shore, built a forge and storehouse and 
some huts for barracks, and established a 
little observatory, where Andres San 
Martin determined the latitude as 49° 18'. 
Longitude in those times they could not 
well determine. 
W hile they were thus occupied a little 
party of natives appeared, and after some 
friendly signaling one or more of them 
came on board. 
Magellan directed a 
sailor to land, and to imitate every gesture 
of the first who appeared, as a token of 
friendship. The man acted his part so 
well that the gentle .savage was propiti­ 
ated and readily came to an interview. 
On this or another occasion six Indians 
consented to go on board the tiag-ship. 
Their Spanish hosts gave them a kettle 
full of biscuits—enough for twenty men, 
in the Castilian measure of appetite. But 
the hungry Indians devoured it all. Two, 
at least, of these visitors were of unusual 
size. The Spaniards only came up to 
their girdles. But, as the children’s books 
say, these were “friendly giants.” One of 
them saw the sailors throwing rats over­ 
board and begged that he might have 
them for his own. Afterward he regu­ 
larly received the rats caught on board the 
ships as a daily perquisite. Before their 
voyage was over Magellan’s railors were 
glad enoi’gh to follow bis example and to 
place these fellow-voyagers on their bill of 
fare at the rate of a ducat apiece. 
This party of six—and a party of nine 
seen at another time—which may have in­ 
cluded part or all of the first six, are all of 
the natives whom Magellan and his mc-n 
ever saw. Of these, it seems certain that 
two at least were very large. All the In­ 
dians wore large shoes, which they stuffed 
w'tli straw for warmth. From this custom 
the Spaniards gave them the name of Pat- 
gons, meaning in Spanish those who have 
large feet. 
When Magellan was about to 
sail, he determined to carry the two giants 
home as curiosities. It was impossible to 
overpower either of them in fair contest, 
and he resorted to treachery, which can 
only be excused on the theory of the 
Spaniards at that time that all these sav­ 
ages were to be ranked among brutes, over 
whom Christian men had certain special 
rights. The two friendly giants, being 
about to leave the ships, Magellan loaded 
them with presents. He gave them knives, 
mirrors and glass trinkets, so that their 
hands were full, then he offered to each a 
chain. They were passionately fond of 
iron, but could not take the chains from 
very embarrassment of riches. W ith their 
full consent, therefore, Magellan bade the 
smith fasten the chains to their legs by 
the manacles which were attached to 
them. When it was too late the poor 
giants found, as so many wiser men have 
found, that they had accepted too many 
presents, and that in their very wealth 
they were made slaves. When they dis­ 
covered this they were wild with rage, and 
vainly called on their goASetebos to come 
to their rescue. 
Not satisfied with this success, Magellan 
tried to make more captives. He directed 
nine of his strongest men to compel two of 
the Indians to take them to the station 
where their women were. 
One of them 
escaped, hut the other was subdued after a 
hard conflict. He consented to lead them 
to the wives of the two prisoners. When 
the women heard of the fate of their lords 
they uttered such screams that they were 
heard at the ships far away. The Span­ 
iards had such superiority in numbers 
that they expected the next morning to 
carry the Indian women and their chil­ 
dren on board ship. But meanwhile two 
Indian men came, who spent the night 
with them, and at daybreak the whole 
party escaped together. In their flight 
they killed one of the Spaniards with a 
poisoned arrow. Magellan sent a large 
party on shore and buried him. 
And so they parted—the Spaniards and 
the Patagonians. The two giants were 
separated; one was placed on the Trinidad 
and the other on the Sant’ Antonio. 
It 
was from these experiences that Europe 
took the notion, which is, perhaps, not yet 
fully dispelled, that Patagonia was a re­ 
gion of giants. 


Street Scenes in India. 
A great deal of hair-dressing goes on, 
all in the street; many men have their 
heads shaved bare with the exception of 
one little tuft on the crown or a strip on 
either side above the ears; but the style 
of wearing the hair varies almost as much 
as the way of tying a turban or the 
shape of the Hindu cap. Here a man. 
extended on a bedstead of ro[>e laced 
backwatds and forward on a wooden 
frame, is being rubbed with sandalwood 
oil; there a woman is adorning the space 
in front of her door by sticking little 
flowers into the earth; here again are 
girls coming from the well, bearing on 
their heads polished brass lotas or earth- 
ware chattels; there are the bheesties, 
carrying the water in skins tucked under 
their arms, or in vessels piled one above 
the other in nets suspended from the 
long poles which they carry over their 


shoulder. Everywhere are little brown 
babies whose sole costume is a piece of 
string tied round their waists, and possi­ 
bly bracelets or anklets. Now pass flocks 
of goats to the milking, or little-humped 
bullocks drawing rough wooden carts or 
carrying burdens; perhaps a line of 
camels fastened together with a total 
disregard to their comfort by means of a 
string tied to the tail of one aud passed 
through the nostrils of his companion im­ 
mediately following. Here comes a mer­ 
chant borne in a palki, or a great man re­ 
clining in a carriage drivtn by a gaily but 
untidily clad coachmen, aud preceded by 
mounted sowars carrying little flags on 
lances. Turning into the bazars, the scene 
is even more animated. On either side of 
the narrow street are littleopen shops, like 
platforms raised a couple of feet above the 
ground, sheltered by projected awnings of 
bamboo, thatch or tiles. The side-posts 
and lintels are sometimes, as at Muttra, 
curiously carved; sometimes, as at Baroda, 
gaudily painted red, green and yellow. 
On the platform the master of the estab­ 
lishment often spreads his* charpoy and 
bolster—such a bed as the healed par­ 
alytic would have carried away with him 
—and waits placidly for the bargaining 
customers. Even the pic, about a third of 
a farthing, is not minute enough for na­ 
tive transactions, and a pile of cowrie 
shells by his 6¡de represents yet smaller 
change.—Xineleenth Ceniuru. 
SAVED FROM AWFUL DEATH. 
A Chen- of Tobacco Com pels a Lunatic 
to Make the Dive Alone. 
“I have seen three or four suicides at 
Niagara Falls,” said a drummer to a New 
York Sun correspondent, “but the first was 
the queerest and gave me the greatest 
shock. 1 had made the acquaintance of a 
guest at the hotel as we sat on the ver­ 
anda, a man of handsome look and soft, 
low voice, aüd at about 10 o’clock lie pro­ 
posed that we go over to Goat Island to­ 
gether on foot. I readily assented, and we 
were crossing the bridge when he suddenly 
stopped and look over the railing. Natur­ 
ally I followed suit. 
He had been in 
Brazil, and he began telling me the cus­ 
toms and manners of that country: but af­ 
ter about ten minutes be suddenly stopped 
short and queried: 
- 
‘“ Would you mind taking a swim with 
me this morning?* 
“ ‘A swim? Great heavens, man, but 
where could you swim here ?’ I gasped. 
“ ‘Here, in the rapids.’ 
“ ‘But you’d be swept over the falls in 
ten seconds.’ 
“Of course!” he laughed, showing his 
white teeth, and before the words were 
fairly uttered he struck the water. Almost 
before I could breathe twice he was over 
the falls and out of sight forever, and I 
stood there rubbing my eyes and wonder­ 
ing if I was asleep, until a crowd came up 
and began to ask questions. In the after­ 
noon the keeper of a private insane asy­ 
lum arrived aud identified the man as an 
escaped patient, and when he had heard 
my story lie asked : 
“ ‘Did lie lav hands on you ?’ 
“ ‘No.’ 
“ ‘It’s a wonder. He was always plan­ 
ning to get here and compel some one to 
go over the falls with him. Excuse me, 
but do you chew ?’ 
“ ‘I do.’ 
“ ‘You didn't offer him any?’ 
“ ‘But I did—while we were leaning 
over the rail.’ 
“ ‘That accounts for it. He always de­ 
clared that a man who used tobacco was a 
hog, and that to die with one meant eter­ 
nal disgrace. The fit came upon him as 
he looked at the rushing waters, but your 
tobacco saved your life. Stranger, lend us 
a chew!’ ”
